here today by Clark Howell, of fFul- 
ton, On the issues, involved, in the cam- 
paign, for governor. 

[Laurens superior court is in session and 
there are people here from all parts 
of the county. The morning trains, 
brought others from every direction from 
Dodge, from Twiggs, from Johnson, 
from. Toombs, ang from Montgomery. 

Judge Gray Lewis,. adjourned court at 
10:30 o'clock this morning. A courtesy, 
Which he has accorded other candidates, 
in order to give the people the opportu- 
nity of hearing Mr. Howell speak. The 
people crowded the court room 
every available seat was taken.

They filled the ju- 
rors seats, the windows and there was 
no standing room in the aisle. 


Court Room Literally Packed. 

When it was seen that so great a 
crowd sought admmission to the court 
room, the negroes in the gallery were 
asked to leave, which they promptly 
did, and within a few minutes the gal- 
lery was filled with white voters. Many 
remained without the court house, be- 
cause they could not make their way in 
through the crowd.

Mr. Howell's address made a distinct 
and decided impression upon his audi- 
énce. A number of Laurens county 
eitigens, in the thronging crowd that 
gathered to shake hands and congratu- 
iate him at its conclusfon, told him 
freely they were ready to announce a 
ehan#e in their views, and were glad to 
be able to tender him their support. 
Others made _ similar statements to 
friends of Mr. Howell,here. 

Mr. Howell's reference to the growth 
aha advancement of Laurens county and 
of Dublin were particularly pleasing to 
his hearers, and a hearty laugh and ap- 
plause were provoked by his referen>: 
to the part payed, in this growth. by 
the famous Mullis family, two brothers 
of whom have a total of fifty-eight chil- 
dren between them. 

Careful attention was given to Mr. 
Howell's exposure of the deal between 
Tdm Watson and Hoke Smith, and of 
Wateon’'s announcement of his purposes, 
ovef his own signature, to disrupt the 
demotratic party, -with a view to win- 
ning @ populist victory in 1908.

Copenhagen, Denmark, January 29.~— 
Christian the Ninth, the aged king of 
Denmark, dean of the crowned heads of 
Europe, father of King Georeg of Greece, 
Queen Alexandra of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and of the Dowager Empress 
Maria Fedoria of Russia, grandfather of 
King Haakon the Seventh of Norway, 
and retated by bi00d. or bY “marriage to- 
most of the European rulers, died with 
startling suddenness at Amalienberg pai- 
ace this afternoon. The accession of his 
successor, Prince Frederick, his eldest 
son, who will be known as Frederick the 
Eighth, will ‘be proclaimed tomorrow, 

The following official bulletin was is- 
sued this evening: 

‘His majesty died at 3:30 o'clock this 
afternoon. After his majesty had brought 
this morning’s audience to a conclusion, 
he appeared to be quite well and proceed- 
Toward the end 
of the meal he gave evidence of indis- 
position, ang was compelied to retire to 
bed at 2:30 pop. m. His majesty passea 
away peacefuliy, the symptoms indicat- 
ing Heart failure.’’ 

This Hulletin tells concisely the story 
of the death scene, which found every 
one, even those who realized the increas- 
ing feebleness of the king, unprepareé 
for the sudden shock, 

Many Courts in Mourning. 

The death of King Christian has plung- 
ed half the courts of Europe inty the 
deepest mourning, and brought a sense of 
personal loss, as well as of sincere griet, | 
to everyone throughout the kingdom ot | 
Denmark, reaching even to the humbiest 
cottage, evidences of which are shown 
everywhere tonight. It has cast a pall 
over the palaces of the monarchs ot 
Great Britain, Russia, Norway and 
Greece, 

Every flag in the city is at half mast, 
every place Of amusement is closed and 
the people walk through the streets as 
though passing through the chamber of 
death itself. 

‘his afternoon, when the flag fiying 
over the palace was placed at half mast 
and the news spreaq from mouth’ to 
mouth, it was not believed Dy the great 
crowds which gradually assembled in the 
Square in front of the Amalienborg pal- 
ace, but when uncertainty gave place 
to certainty, those in the assemitvlage shed 
tears and dispersed in respectful silence. 

King Christian appeared to be in his | 
usual health this morning. After taking | 
breakfast he held a Public audience, 
Which jit has been his custom to do every 
Monday morning. The reception today 
was largely attended. and his majesty 
conversed freely and affably with a num- |

King Had Collapsed. 
A court physician was Summoned, but

The physician used restoratives, 
but his efforts were useless, and King 
Christian expired almost without utter- 
ing a word, in the arms of the dowager 
empress and jin the presence of the court 
physician and Prince Hans. 

Just as the king breathed his last 
Crown Prince Frederick entered the room 
and the other members of the royal fam- 
ily arrived shortly afterwards, 

Nothing is known definitely tonight con- 
cerning the arrangements for the funeral, 
and it will necessarily be some time be- 
fore anything ‘wegarding the arrange- 
ments is officiallY announced. 

Telegrams and cablegrams of condo- 
lence are pouring in tonight, including 
messages from all the sovereigns of Ku- 
rope and the Danish colonies. 

Premier Christensen tonight tendered 
his resignation of the cabinet to the new 
king, who expressed a wish that the pres- 
ent ministry shouvld continue to carry 
On the affairs of the government, 

Both houses of parliament will assem- 
ble tomorrow, when. their respective pres- 


| idents will formally announce the death 


of King Christian at 3 o'clock p. m. 
The members will assemble in the hall of 
the folkething to recelve the royal] mes- 
Sage> announcing the accession of Fred- 
erick the Eighth. Public announcement 
of the death of King Christian and the 
accession of King Frederick will be made 
at noon’ from a balcony of the Amelien- 
borg palace. 


It had been knoWn for some time that? 


King Christian's health was failing. His 
physicians recommended a change of air, 
and the king decided to take their ad- 
vice. It was hig intention to go south in 
future, accompanied by the 
dowager empress of Russia. 

New King and Queen. 

The new king of Denmark, who will as- 
cend the throne in his sixty-second year, 
bears the weight of his years lightly and 
is almost as zw pular with the people of 
Denmark as was his father. By the wish 
of his parents hé was brought wp with 
great simplicity, and his earlfer. educa- 
tion was Obtaine@d at the town grammar 
school, for not until he was ten years 
old was the difficult question of his fath- 
ers succession to the Danish throne fihal- 
ly settled. It wag Frederick's curious 
fate to see his younger brother and his 
own son become reigning monarchs of 
Greece and Norway. respectively, while 
he himself was stil] an heir apparent, 

The new King has. been highly popular

stately and his manner quiet, He is 
noted for his cultyre and possesses many 
distinctions. Whijja geldom openly idene- 
tifying himself with political questions, 
he has taken an active part iw ali public

Contract Canceled. , 

‘In order te preserve his interests and

In discussing this new turn of the case

‘Mr. Lane has sold the stock with my 
consent and the pooling agreement has 
been entirely abrogated. As that was 
the basis of the suit it seems to me the 
status of the ligation will be materital- 
ly affected. I cannot now give the name 
of the purchaser, but the stock is in 
hands friendly to me” 

Injunction Explained. 

Charles T, Hopkins, one of Mr. Dan- 
iel’s attorneys, appeared before Judge 
Pendleton yesterday morning and stated 
that he wanted the restraining order is- 
sued against Mr. Daniel made a little 
more explicit. Accordingly an order was; 
drawn which simply restrained Mr. Dan- 
iel himself from selling the stock. Mr. 
Daniel stated last evening that the sale 
was made by Mr. Lane, to whom the 
stock belonged. 

This answer Of Mr. Daniel, together 
with the Atlanta News _ corporation, 
which was also filed were the only de- 
velopments -n the case -yesterday. In 
the corporation answer it was stated 
that the company was without a presi- 
dent and #hat the vice president had 
sold all ‘his stock. 

The only remaining officers, according 
to the answer, are the secretary and 
treasurer and the managing editor and 
general manager. Charles Daniel sign- 
ed the answer as secretary and treas- 
urer. He is also managing editor and 
general manager. 

Both the companys answer and that 
of Mr. Daniel were filed by Westmore- 
land Bros. and John L. Hopkins & Sons.

Camp Wheeler. The commander was dil-| 
rected to have his camp at St, John):

The gray uni-| 
forms and the old battle flag of the com-| 
pany, carried. proudly aloft by Comrade | 
Lester, of Atlanta, attracted the atten-| 
Immediately after the com-|

Atlanta Camp in Church. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock Major Beach, 
accompanied by Commander Prather, led 
the members of the camp into the church, 
entering through.the Pennsylvania ave- 
nue doors. The casket, draped in the 
flag of the union into which had been 
woven the Stars and Bars, concealed 
the casket itself from view, while the 
church rail was one immense bank of 
flowers, every shade and variety own 
to the florist being represented. Jpon 
the casket rested Genera] Wheeler's 
sword and his chapeau, while below was 
a great gathering of rarest white roses. 
The face of the old leader was exposed 
to view, and led by Colonel Prather, 
Major Beach having given place to the 
Georgian, the camp in single file march- 
ed by, each man stopping just long 
enough to secure a good view of the 
countenance known to them so wel] dur- 
ing the trying days of the war. between 
the states. And then, with tear-dimmed 
eyes, they emerged to assume the posi- 
tion assigned them. 

At 10:30 o'clock the doors of the church 
were thrown open for the public, and 
then the military aggregations were dis- 
missed with instructions to reassemble at 
1! o'clock, to attend the funeral services. 
The Wheeler cavalry was admitted to 
the church first, the members being given 


and the pulpit to the right of both. The 
seats in the center immediately across 
the aisle from Wheeler’s men had Dee 
reserved for the.members of the fami- 
ly, who were the last to enter the church. 


The Spanish-American war veterans came 
in next and were assigned seats on the 
extrethne left of the church, correspond- 
. those occupied by Wheeler's 
men. Officers of the regular army then 


came and were given seats immediately 
behind the members of the family, Gen- 
eral Chaffee being among the number.

Just before the family came in Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt entered the 
church from Pennsylvania avenue and 
took seats on the same row with the 
Wheeler veterans, and immediately across 
the aisle from General West and Colonel 
Prather. Mrs. Roosevelt wore a dark 
suit, while a veil of black hung over her 
face from her black bonhet. Both Knelt 
and made their devotions.

The lesson was real 
by Rev. Dr. Randolph H. McKim, rec- 
tor of the church of the Epiphany, and 
Rev. Pr. Roland, Cotton Smith, rector of 
St. John, both of this city, concluded the 
 gervice, leading the congregation in the 
recital of the Aposties’ creed and rea- 
ing the prayers for the dead. Two 
hymns were sung, both favorites of Gen- 
eral Wheeler. They were “Abide With

Christian. IX, king of Denmark, was 
born April 8, 1818. and was the fourth 
son of the late Duke William of Schles- 
wig-Holstein - Sonderberg - Glouckesburg 
and of Princess Louise of Hesse-Cassel. 
He was appointed to the succession of 
the crown of Denmark by the treaty of 
London of May 8, 1852 and by the Dan- 
ish law of succession of July 31, 1853. 
He succeeded to the throne on the death 
of King Frederick VIII, November 15, 
1863, and married Mav 26 1842, Queen 
Louise, the daughter of the landgrave 
William of Hesse Cassel. She was born 
in 1817, and died in 1898. 

Prince Frederick, the eldest son of the 
late King Chfistian, who succeeds to the 
throne, was born June 3, 1843, and vas 
married July 28 1869, to Princess Lou- 
isa, daughter of King Charles XV of 
Sweden'and Norway. Their second son. 
who married Princess Maud of Englani. 
is now king of Norway. 

The late King Christian’s eldest daugh- 
ter is Queer? Alexandra of England. and 
his second son, Prince William. - was 
elected: king of Greece under the title of 
George I in !863. 

Another daughter of the ‘ate King 
Christian, Marie Dagmar is the fowager 
empress of Russia, Maria Fedorovna, 
who married Alexander III of Russia. 
He died November !, 1896. and his son 
Nicholas is now emperor of Russia. 

Princess Thyra, third daughter of King 
Christian, is Duchess of Cumberland. 
Her: husband claims the throne of Han- 
over. 

Prince Waldemar. the youngest of the 
children of King Christian, married the 
Princess Marie of Orleans. eldest daugh- 
ter of the Duc de Chartres. 

Finafly a grandson of King Christian 
Prince George of Greece, is hig com- 
missioner of the powers in Crete. The 
prince has been mentioned as likely to 
be betrothed to Princess Victoria of Eng- 
land, daughter of King Edward.

The burden of their 
arguments was that the psycholog- 
ical moment had arrived for a great 
display of southern progress and 
possibilities, and that Atlanta offered 
the most available site for the pur- 
pose. Statistics were quoted liberal- 
ly as evidencing the marvelous 
growth of the section, industrially, 
and the healthy financial condition 
of the present which amply justifiei 
the pretentiousness of the plans ad- 
vanced. 

The Manufacturers’ Record, of Bal- 
timore, recently printed a study of 
the report of Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency Ridgeley, demonstrating south- 
ern progress from the practical 
standpoint of the multiplication of 
national banks. Dealing with a pe- 
riod of twenty-five. years, this sum- 
mary runs as follows: 


In 1880 is seems there were but 220 
national banks in the entire south, from 
Maryland to Texas: now there are 1,221. 
In 1880 the national banking capital in 
the south was only some $45,000,000; 
now it is $126,000,000. And while twen- 
ty-five years ago the surptus of the 
southern national banks was only some 
$9,000,000, it is now over $50.000,000. 
National bank deposits in the south have 
grown from $64,000,000 to over $469,000,- 
000 within the same period. 

In order to estimate the full force of 
these figures, we must compare the 
growth of the national banks in the south 
with the growth of the national banks 
throughout the whole country. The num- 
ber of national banks in the country in 
1880 was a little over 2,000; now it is 
about 5,800, an increase of 175 per cent; 
but the growth in the south shows an 
increase of 455 per cent for the same pe- 
riod. In other words, the banks in the 
south grew at more than double the rate 
that the banks in the rest of the coun- 
try did. 

Furthermore, while the national Dank- 
ing capital in the whole country advanced 
during the twenty-five years of which 1 
speak from over $450,000,000 to over 
$799,000,000, an increase of about 75 per 
cent, the south’s growth showed a gain 
of 176 per cent; while the national bank- 
ing surplus in the whole country rose 
from over $1!20,000,000 to nearly $418,- 
000,000, an increase of about 246 per 
cent, the nationa] banking surplus in the 
south, by going from $9,000,000 to over 
$50,000,000, showed an increase of over 
457 per cent. 


The Constitution has often taken 
occasion, in the case of Georgia 
Rlone, to refer to the growth of 
banks as the most infallible indica- 
tion of the material status of any 
Section. Applying that philosophy 
to the south as well as Georgia, the 
result of a study of the foregoing 
Summary is enlightening as to the 
south’s capacity to inaugurate and 
Support a great exposition such as 
we are planning in this city. While 
the number of national banks in the 
entire country has shown an increase 
of 175 per cent in twenty-five years, 
the percentage of increase in the 
south alone shows at an increase ot 
455 per cent—over two and one-half 
times the rate of growth of the en- 
tire nation. In the features of cap 
ital and surplus, as well as deposit~ 
the proportions trend in the same as- 
conishing direction. . 

The Record also states, signifi- 
cantly, “Great as these figures are 
they do not tell the whole story, as 
they do not include the hundreds of 
private and state banks in the south, 
which number many more than the 
national banks, nor do the figures in- 
clude the trust companies that also 
engage in banking, all of which in- 
stitutions are constantly growing in 
numbers and strength.” 

Demonstrations of this nature are 
calculated to stimulate the energy 
and enthusiasm of the committees 
now canvassing the city and this ter. 
ritory for exposition subscriptions. 
They should also make the response 
to the efforts of these gentlemen 
more prompt and generous. The fig- 
ures and facts adduced here, as well 
as those presented on many previous 
occasions by The Constitution, indi 
cate that the south, from Virginia to 
Texas, will be in a splendid state 
of receptivity to our approaches, 


once our own indorsement has given | 


us the right to go before the other 
commonwealths. 


The Philippines and Japan. 

Cablegrams from official sources 
at Manilla represent the Filipinos as 
badly excited over the report that 
the United States has under contem- 
plation the transfer of the islands to 
Japan. 

There is, of course, nothing in the 
report of such a change of owner- 
ship. It had its beginning in a pub- 
lication which appeared in The New 
York Press, a republican newspaper 


Senator Crane, of Massachusetts, 
calling for some sort of investigation 
into the feasibility of transfer to 
Japan. 

This Crane resolution, it happens, 
is one of those “by request” papers 
which senators and representatives 
introduce at the instance of some 
constituent, these being so marked 
in order to serve notice that the in- 
troducer is not responsible for the 
sentiments therein contained. In 
this case Senator Crane has only 
been courteous to some of his 
anti-imperialist constituents. The 
claim that the introduction of the 
resolution reflects in any degree 4 
tendency of either its author or the 
administration to contemplate trans- 
fer of the islands to Japan or any- 


body else is without foundation. 


It is just as certain that no though* 
of Japan in connection with the 
Philippines entered President Roose- 
velt’s head when he named the 
former governor of the islands 45 
his ambassador to Japan. Two 
things influenced this appointment. 
One was the record General Wrigh* 
made as head of the Philippines gov- 
ernment, the other was the pres 
dent’s desire to give a good -diplo 
matic appointment to the southern 
states, something the south has not 
had since the death of Colonel Buck, 
while minister to Japan. | 

Instead of looking toward possible 
cession of the islands, every recom- 
mendation of President Roosevelt, 
and every action taken by his ad- 
ministration, has contemplated tying 


them closer to this country. Com- 
mercial ties strengthen political ties. 
At the time the Filipinos were get- 
ting most excited over this humor, 
the president was pressing for the 
passage of the Philippines tariff bill, 
whose effect will be to bind the 
islands to closer relationship with 
the “mother country,” the govern- 
ment was preparing to extend the 
American navigation laws to the 
islands, another close tie, and con- 
tracts were being let for the con- 
struction of lines of railways on the 
different islands under this govern- 
ment’s guarantee of bonds. In short, 
every move looks to closer relation- 
ship rather than to the remotest con- 
templation of cession. 

So long as the republican party re- 
tains control of this government, it 
is a safe prediction that no move- 
ment looking toward change of the 
present status will assume tangible 
shape unless it be in the line of 
making the islands even more 
colonial in their relationship to the 
United Sfates than they are now. 
Should the democrats success in get- 
ting control of the executive and leg- 
islative branches of the government, 
it is almost certain that any change 
of policy would be toward ultimate 
independence of the islands under a 
republic of their own. 

Japan could do a great deal for 
the islands in the way of materia: 
development, but there is absolutely 
nothing to indicate a -possibility of 
their ever being sold or given to the 
mikado. 


, 
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Government Crop Reporting. 

Much criticism has been directed 
against the system of crop reporting 
obtaining in the federal department 
of agriculture, but that palpably er- 
roneous system never before sus- 
tained such a blow as was dealt it 
by the report of the Keep commis. 
sion, recently appointed by the pres- 
ident to give the statistical bureau 
of the agricultural department a 
thorough investigation. 

The Keep commission, after going 
quite down to the bottom of Secre- 
tary Wilson’s fearfully and wonder- 
fully made crop bulletin system, 
makes the sweeping charge that the 
entire system is imperfect, which is 
putting in mildly, and recommends 
that all reports be discontinued with 
the exception of those on cotton, un- 
less they can be improved. 

In view of the perfectly obvious 
fact that for years the statistical 
system of the federal agricultura! 
department has been . notoriously 
against the cotton producer and fo 
the advantage of the _ speculators 
who fatten by bearing the cotton 
market with the additional dishon- 
esty of “leaks” through trusted graft- 
ers, it will strike the people in this 
section of the country as a bit singu- 
lar that the Keep commission mado 
an exception of the cotton reports. 
True, superficially, the agricultural 
department has done little over- 
estimating, but in other particulars 
it has hardly given the south’s great 
field staple a statistical square dea’. 
There have been too many of the 
speculative crew on the inside. To 
merely call the names of Hyde and 
Holmes and “the woman in the case’ 
is enough. 

Until the cotton reports of the 
government are reduced as nearly as 
possible to actual] statistics of fact, 
with the element of guesswork elim- 
inated, they will militate to the dis- 
advantage of the cotton grower, cost- 
ing the south millions of dollars of 
loss annually, as in former years. 
The “estimates” of the bulletins 
should be done away with entirely. 
Estimates of crop conditions are al! 
right, if conscientiously and com- 
prehensively made, so long as they 
are Only given out as such. But 
the speculator should be allowed to 
draw his own statistical conclusions 
from such reports’ of alleged field 


FARMERS HOLD 
KEY TO PRICES 


So Says Harvie Jordan After 
New York Con- 
ference, 


ca 


President Harvie Jordan of the South- 
ern Cotton Association returned Jast 
night from Washington. Speaking of the 
recent meeting of spinners and cotton 
growers in New York, Mr. Jordan said: 

“The first conference ever held in the 
history of cotton production between 
spinners and growers took place last 
Wednesday in New York city. The meet- 
ing was held in the auditorium of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engin- 
eers. The Southern. Cotton Association 
was invited the early part of December 
to send representatives to this initial 
conference by President J, R. MacColl 
of the New Engiand Manufacturers’ -8- 
sociation. - The conference was attended 
by four delegates from the New England 
associations, five delegates from sowth- 
ern manufacturing associations, five 
delegates from*the Southern Cotton As- 
sociation and President Taylor, of In- 
dian Territory, of the National Ginners’ 
Association. 

“The meeting was in the nature of @ 
preliminary conference to arrange for an 
international conference which will be 
held at Washington, D. C., on May first, 
at which time representatives from all 
the leading spinners associations in Bu- 
rope twill be present in addition to dele- 
gates from the above named associa- 
tions. The recent meeting in New York 
was exceedingly harmonious and gratl- 
fying in every respect. The details of 
the general conference at Washington 
were worked out and the official pro- 
gramme will be published in the near 
future. The general conference will at- 
tract world wide attention and will lay 
the first foundation for bringing the 
spinners and growers closer together for 
the. purpose of cultivating a better un- 
derstanding and obviating in the future 
many of the present evils that are 
dangerous 2nd unsatisfactory to both in- 
terests. The spinners at last realize that 
the south recognizes the great monopoly 
which she possesses, with the farmers 
and bankers banded together in a com- 
pact business organization under the 
flag of the Southern Cotton Association, 
and are now prepared to meet the grow- 
ers along business lines Which will be 
mutually profitable. The coming con- 
ference will- tend to revolutionize the 
whole system of handling American cot- 
ton in the future. 

“Some of the leading subjects for con- 
sideration and action will be ‘The com- 
pression of cotton and better prepara- 
tion of the bales at ginneries,’ ‘The de- 
velopment of better and more adequate 
facilities for handling e«tton on the 
markets,’ ‘Uniform tare on cottori,’ 
‘Marketing the crop slowly to regulate 
supply to meet legitimate demands of 
spinners,’ ‘Restriction of gambling in 
cotton futures so as to awid wide and 
disastrous fluctuations,’ ‘Improved meth- 
ods of gathering cotton reports and sta- 
tistics,’ ‘Regulating price of cotton on a 
stable basis between groWer and con- 
sumer on profitable basis to both in- 
terests,’ ‘Extending foreign markets for 
American cotton.’ TheSe ire some of 
the leading topics for distission. The 
American spinners seem ready to join 
the Southern Cotton Association in solv- 
ing these problems. The Sothern Cot- 
ton Association took the initial steps 
along these lines a year ago and great 
headway towzrds success has already 
been made. Af the close of the recent 
conference in New York President Mac- 
Coll tendered the representatives present 
an elegant dinner at the Union League 
club, where, for two hours, an informal 
discussion took piace along the lines of 
bringing about a better understanding 
and closer relation between spinners and 
growers. 

“The spinners are enjoying an era of 
great prosperity and can well afford to 
pay good prices for the present crop. 
My advice to all spot holders is not to 
get uneasy over the present speculative 
depression. It is totally unwarranted 
and tal] cotton held will bring much bet- 
ter prices later on. Consumption is 
enormous and the statistical position of 
spot cotton was never stronger than at 
the present time. Of course, if the spots 
are thrown on the market, prices will 
break to much lower levels for a time. 
The farmers hold the key to the situa- 
tion.’’

Death Unexpected. 


While the members of the immediate 
family were greatiy shocked, especially 
so because of its being so éntirely un- 
expected «the way In which the end came 
was directly in accord with the expressed 
wish made by their mother on many oc- 
casions. Many of the members of the 
family were summoned by telephone and 
Clark Howell] twas communicated with 
over long distance telephone by his 
brother, Albert Howell. The sad news 
spread rapidly amd ‘the home of Mrs. 
Cramer was filled with the coming and 
going of many friends extending their 
sympathy. 

Mrs. Howell was prominent in church 
and charity work and the circle of her 
friends was. wide. 

Mrs. Howell was born in Erwinton, 8. 
C., the daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Erwin, January 17, 1843.. Her 
girlhood was spent at her old home ex- 
cept during the years of her education, 
when she attended the noted Moravian 
school in Bethlehem, Penn. It was dur- 
ing the years just pervious to the war 
between the states that she met the 
late Captain Evan P. Howell, who was 
at that time a student at the Universi- 
ty of Georgia, in Athens. 


Marriage of Captain Howell. 

With the breaking out of the war, 
Captain Evan P. Howell was one of the 
first to enlist, having raised a battery 
of artillery in his old home in Sanders- 
ville, Ga. Just before marching to the 
front, Captain Howel) hurried to Erwin- 
ton, married Miss Erwin and that same 
afternoon left his bride of a few hours 
to defend the confederacy. During the 
war Mrs. Howell was prominent in the 
work of the many organizations of brave 
southern women who worked for the 
sake of their husbands, fathers, brothers 
and sweeth¢arts in the army. Several 
times a refugee, if so happened that she 
was in South Carolina when Sherman’s 
army passed through on its way of 
destruction and also in Atlanta during 
the seige of this city. 

With the close of the war she came to 
Atlanta and here made her home. She 
Was always a great church worker and 
the West End Christian church stands 
today one of the greatest monuments of 
her noble and constant efforts and to- 
gether with her husband, her children 
and the members of her immediate 
family, always shared in the love and 
generous and loyal 


Devotion to Church. 


In her deVoiion io nev caurch Mrs. 
ancestors. A member of the Erwin fami- 


ly, prominent in the early history of the 


j state of South Carolina, both for patriot- 


ism and devotion to their faith, her moth- 
er Was Julia Robert, a direct descendant 
of the first minister of the gospel in the 
state, the mother’s family being Huegue- 
nots, who hurried to this country that 
they might enjoy the geligious liberty 
denied them in France. 

That this same spirit wag present in the 
life and work of Mrs. Howell has Deen 
proved On vefTy many occasions, her de- 
yotion to charitable pursuits and her 
fidelity to the Christian church, the old 
faith of her fathers ang of her own 
girihocd. 

Perhaps this devotion, which was the 
heritage of her father, was best ex- 
pressed In the years of earnest, constant 


and loving consecration to the building 


of the West End Christian church. Her, 
energy, enterprise and hard work in this 
behalf, marked with its completion, one 
of the happiest missions and accomplish- 
ments of her long and useful life. In 
this connection, her loyalty and perse- 
verance, which left no stone unturned 
until] the West End church was finished, 
was a constant and helpful inspiration 
to her associates, who yesterday called 
in person or sent messages of sympathy 
to the bereaved, while at the same time 
they referred to her sterling Christian 
character and especially her zeal in press- 
ing to fulfillment this cause. 


In the Family Circle. 

This same devotion to her faith and 
to her church was the chief characteristic 
in the family circle. The mother of a 
large family, these children were reared 
to manhood and womanhood in the love 
ang care of those who live for their chil- 
dren. During the dark and trying days 
of the war and the period which fol- 
lowed she was ever loyal] to the cause 
for which the women of the south sut-, 
fered as bravely as the men fought. Of 
cheerful disposition, this happy person- 
ality was still hers, even though there 
came the lonesomeness which followed 
the bereavement of ‘her devoted husband, 
Captain Evan P. Howell, last summer. 
Again and again she expressed the wish 
to her children that she might be carried 
away quickly, when the end came, and 
this wish was most beautifully gratified 
yesterday afternoon. 


Leaves Seven Children. 

Mrs. Howell leaves seven children— 
Clark, Albert, Mrs, Robert L. Foreman, 
Mrs. Ida Howell Cramer, Miss Rosalie 
Howell, Mrs. B. B. Bower, of Bain- 
bridge, and Ewan Howell. She also 
leaves two brothers and a sister, L. M.

Ormond-Daytona Beach, Fia., January 
29.—Victor Demogeot, of France, was 
crowned Speeg King of the World this 
afternoon on the Daytona sands after 
driving his gasoline car 2 miles in the 
marvelous time of 58 4-5 seconds. Dem- 
ogeot maintained a speed of 123 mmiles an 
hour to make this record. 

The two-mile-a-minute race closed the 
automobile tournament for this season 
The competition in this event had nar- 
rowed down to Marriott, in the steamer, 
and to the big two-hundreg horse power 
French car, whoever should drive it. 
Demogeot was finally selected. 

On the first trial Mariott went first, 
but the best he could do was one minute 
and three seconds. Demogeot brought 
the crowd to its feet by reducing Mar- 
riott’s time to | minute and 1 2-5 sec- 
onds. Referee Morrill decided to give 
each car a trial to see if the time could 
be brought within the minute. Marriott 
came first again and this time faster. He 
made the two miles in 59 3-5 seconds. 
It seemed impossible that the clumsy- 
looking French car should reduce this, 
but The Florida Times-Union $1,000 tro- 
phy was lost to America a few moments 
later, when Demogeot thundered over 
the two-mile course in 58 45 seconds, 
the fastest speed ever attained by an au- 
tomobile. Demogeot was crowned with 
a laurel wreath by Miss Mary Simrail, 
of Ormond, Fla., while several thousand 
persons cheered. An automobile parade 
followed and this ended the tournament.
